THE ELECTION EXCITEMENT. 


Last night for a few hoars the city was 


wild with excitement, both parties claim- 
ing the victory in New York. The Dem- 
ocratic yells were caused by "information" 
furnished in private telegrams based on 
judgment only from Chairman Oberly at 
Chicago, these messages being made up 
from alleged favorable news from New 
York and Albany; and then Oberly made 
another bluff that the Illinois legislature 
would probably be Democratic and Har- 
rison was giving Oglesby a close. rub. 
These telegrams were what caused the 
Democrats to bubble over with enthusi- 
asm and fill the air with yells. 
The 


streets wore soon filled with an excited 
throng, and at the Bourbon headquarters, 
which was packed to suffocation, Secre- 
tary Pratt again read over the message*. 
The yells were almost deafening for a few 
momenta, but finally the great defeated, 
Mr. 0. C. Clark, lifted up his clarion voice 
and told the boys, "for God's sake, don't 
make fools of yourselves, but hold in and 
get ready to paint Deoatur red Friday 
night ut the jollification meeting." The 
private dispatches, which were of course 
oil buncombe as to reliability, seemed to 
satisfy the crowd, and the managers, to 
save a few pennies, refused to pony up for 
the press bulletins that kept coming 
showing that Blaine, at the time of the 
Democratic hurrah, was 968 ahead in 
New York, with 23 precincts to hear from. 


TBE OTHEB BIDE. 


The Republicans as usual made a raid 


on this office for news, and finally all 
gathered at the court house which was 
soon filled with a shouting throng of 
voters, with a few ladies in the gallery. 
Tho Republicans didn't care much for 
private speculations and claims. What 
they wanted and paid for was the figures, 
nnd they came in tbe regular bulletins. 
The one placing Blaine ahead 988 was 
received with terrific applause and the 
wildest excitement imaginable prevailed 
for half an hour, lints were thrown high 
in tbe nir, voters shook hands Bgain nnd 
ngain, and on every man's face was a glad 
nnd happy emile. The "corrected returns" 
from Albany county received at 12 o'clock 
cut down Elaine's plurality to 640, but 
the crowd felt good all the same aiid kept 
on singing nnd cheering and uniting in 
the ISscort Club war cry. At 9 o'clock 
tlie democratic headquarters were closed 
aud dark, and an hour later tbe demmies 
were going about looking decidedly glum. 
The lust bulletin last night placed Elaine 
GLO ahead, aud on that the Republicans 
went to their homes happy and confident 
of success,

THE OIL MILL FIBE. 


A Little Diversion for the Crowd Seek- 


ing Election Mews. 


Between three and four o'clock last 


evening while a large crowd was standing 
in and about the BBPUBLIOAN office hna- 
gry for the latest from New York, the fire 
bells sounded aii alarm, and instantly 
there was a general rush for the scene of 
the raging flames which proved to be at 
B. Z. Taylor & Co.'s linseed oil mill on 
East Main street, a part of which large 
building is ured by the Palmea Soap 
company. The fire started in a compara- 
tively new one-story frame building, north 
of the brick engine room, which was used 
as a room in which to boil oil in 'sf large 
tank. The tank at the time of tho flr» 
contained about a half-dozen barrels of 
oil. When the hose carts of No. 1 and 
No. 2 arrived, together with the crowd, 
the frame was in a mass of flames, though 
the roof was yet holding its own. Open 
barrels of oil in tbe building caused the 
daylight illumination and sent np great 
volumes of smoke which could be seen ia 
distant parts of the city. Chief \Vayne 
was promptly on deck, and the two hose 
companies got water just as the chemical 
engine arrived. The crew had been driv- 
ing about the city exercising the horses, 
aa has been the daily custom, and when 
the alarm was sounded they were near 
Greenwood 
cemetery. Driver 
Gates 


wheeled about quickly and arrived at the 
fire a few minutes after the bose com- 
panies arrived, and the crew immediately 
went to work doing good service.
